6. The proe-Chinese element of the KRG at one time supported the Hing A Tan (at # (§]). 
The Hing A Tan was a group formed to carry out the confiscetion of property ovned by 
Koreans who hed coiletorated with the Japenese; but this group also confiscated the 

25X1A2g property of non-collaborationists and killed 46 Koreens. General WANG Il-so 
(£ 3% 1B ) (See SNM for report on General WANG's activities) wes instrumentel 
in dissolving this group and in securing the arrest of its members, two of WANG'S 
men teing killed in the process by members of the !fing A Tan. At that time, General 
WANG was the chief of the Korean Administrative Department ofthe President's North- 
east Field Headquarters. The events described above occurred in the summer of 1946. 
The pro-Jaepanese element in the liUng A Tan joined the KRG shortly after the Hing 
A Tan was dissolved. 


?, Because the KRG acts more es a special service organizetion to the Chinese National 
Government than as a group devoted to the interests of Koreans, the Koreans them= 
selves do not rely on the KRG tut attempt to solve their problems alone.

8. The KRG is actually controlled ty a woman, Y1 Po-un ex te By, alias YI Mie-yong 
(= FES }. She controls the KRG through financiel backing, supplying it with 
NEC$1,9000,000 a month. YI's finencial support comes from General WEN Ch'iang, 
Chief of NECC G2 Section until 5 September 1947, and two other officers of high 
rank, names unknown. General WEN is reportedly connected with two opium factories 
in Mukden.- 


9, YI Po-tn is the adopted daughter of PAK Sun (also known as PAK Chtan-ik # AF 39] ond 
PAK Nam-pa #}+ #) 3@_),. Chairman of the Korean Representative Group in Nanking. She 
is 36 years old, © netive of Pyongyang (Heijo). Her present address is House 27, 
2nd Section of K'ang T'ai Street, Pei Shih District, Mukden. YI is living with a 
Korean CH'CE Ting-hak (42 3 && ), alies CII'OE Kae-sdk (ff ‘4 7% ) and a son of 
PAK Sun, PAK Yong-chun (At 3% ue ). CH'OB is a native of Iwon (Rigen), Namyong 
Nemdo, Korea; during the Japanese occupation of Manchuria, he held a high officiel 
position with the Manchukuo Government. He is at present unemployed. In early 
1947 CH'OR mede a trip to Seoul and returned to Manchuria wrere he recently meade a 
trip to Farbin and Changchun, reason unknown. YI Po-tin left Nanking by plene in 

“lete June 1947 and returned to Mukden; the reason for her visit to Nanking is unknown. 


40. YI Po=Un and CH’OE Tung-hek are affiliated with two distinct groups of Koreans; 
(a} The Korean Representative Group in China, which is pro-Chinese and which is : 
affiliated with KI; Koo end his colleagues of the former Korean Provisional Government 
in Chungking, most of whom are now in Korea; and (b) the unscrupulous former pro= 
Japenese element, opportunists and so-called Communists led ty KI}. To-mydng, cousin 
of Y1 Po-un, at present in Seoul. This group maintains direct communications with 
South Korea through its connection with leftist political organizations. It also has 
a jisison with North Korea and Chinese Communist-held Manchuria through the Chinese 
Communist Party in Manchuria. 


42. YI's history during the Japanese occupation is a history of collaboration with Japanese 
figures in Manchukuo. YI, at the time of the Japanese occupation, was closely 
associated with hey cousin, Klb. To-mydng (4° 8A }, whose Japanese name wes 
TAKAYAMA Domio (4 34 36 WA). KIM was at one time en important official in the 
Manchukuo Government; he later became a “self-styled" Communist. KIM had two elder 
brothers,whose Japanese names were TAKAYAMA Michiaya ( By 4 A 2K) and TAKAYAMA 
Michitake (i 4 #) or TAKAYAMA Michine ( s vy YA F& }- YI was closely 
associated with the KI! trothers and through them acquired a wide ecquaintance with 
top Manchukuo figures; during the war she was the mistress of a member of the capanese © 
Gendermcrie, HIROTA oe W ). YI, at this time, was a wealthy women.
